The four scrambled out un- 
hurt, While unloading their gear, 
and trying to save the radio a spark 
set the fiberglass aircraft afire and 
it burned down to its frame.

swatting musquitoes and telling 
stories just to keep awake. Early 
the next morning they hiked through 
the swamp to a high, dry, shady 
hammock, masking their way with 
their underwear, torn in strips, and 
tied to Iree branches. They had no 
doubt that someone on the mission 
would find them, 

They were right. Mr. and Mrs. 
Leonard Davidson, returning to 
Miami from the SARDA target area, 
spotted the wreckage and reported 
its location. 

A Coast Guard helicopter was 
dispotched and the men were air- 
lifted to civilization. 

Asked what part of the ordeal 
was worst, Mike Weiser answered, 
"The moment we all ran out of cig- 
arettes!".

(The following is a directive issued 
by Lt.Col. Summerson regarding 
communications on Sunset Patrol) 


TO ALL UNITS: Directive #1:Sun- 
down Patrol! (Sunset Patrol). 

Sundown patrol will take place 
approximately twa hours or less be- 
fore sundown. 

Radio frequency 148.14 mc.will 
be loaned to the participents as a 
public service and a safety factor. 

The frequency will be used ex- 
clusively for this purpose fora per- 
iod of no more than 45 minutes. 
The time will start when the air- 
craft enters the patrol pattern and 
will end when the aircraft leaves 
the pattern. 

The|squadrons participating in 
the patrol will have one ground 
control only. 

The| aircraft while in the pat- 
tern will communicate with this 
station only, in the event of radio 
failure of the ground control, any 
station may toke over to complete 
the patrol. 

In the event of participation 
of more than one squadron, each 
squadron will furnish one ground 
control for their oircraft. Com- 
municotions between ground control 
ond aircraft of each squadron will 
be permissable. 

Radio equipment used will be 
of sufficient power and quality to 
emit a clear and audable signal. 

Receivers at bath ground con- 
trol and in aircraft will be of a 
clarity | where repeating will be un- 
necessary. Excessive noise from 
aircraft over the frequency will be 
deemeda hazard and not permi ted. 

This directive doesnot indicate 
that Civil Air Patrol will in any 
way assume the respansibility for 
personnel or property while parti- 
cipating in Sundown Patrol . 

This directive does not super- 
cede any C,A.P.R. 

When an emergency is declar- 
ed by ground control or patrol air- 
craft the above is superceded and 
Red Cap conditions will be put into 
effect,
